One of the touchiest areas
In which legislative bodies are
called upon to act is that
which includes the relation-
ships of public agencies with
the people they employ. The
delicate balancing of
rights of people as people
against those of the general
public which employs them
is one of the most difficult
tasks confronting legislators.

Two far-reaching bills were
introduced in our 1963 gen.
eral session, but were re-
ferred to interim study. The
first would add a new section
to the Labor Code, which
would authorize the State all
its subdivisions, every town,
city, county, district—charter-
ed, incorporated, or not— to
enter into collective bargain-
ing agreements with their em-
ployees  representatives of
their ‘employees, and labor

organizations. The second
would enact a new “Public
Employes Representation

Act,” to provide an official
system of employe represen-
tation with the state and all
its subdivisions, except school
districts,

THE ASSEMBLY Commit-
tee on Civil Service and State
Personnel recently held a
two-day hearing on these
measures. To avoid confusion
because of the apparent simi-
larity in purpose of the two,
1 will refer to the first as the
“collective bargaining bill,” |
and the second as the “rep-
resentation bill.” |

From the start of the hear-
ng, it was evident that de-
spite their surface resem-
blance, the two measures are
in actuality at opposite poles
